residents of the College District. 
College officials are intent on 
making the courses available to' 
as many persons as can profitably 
attend. Many of the courses arc, 
therefore, being scheduled both 
for the day and evening sessions. 
James Seitz, who is assistant 
dean for career programs, stated, 
"Although a few courses such as 
the practical nurse and registered 
nurse curricula are limited to 
persons who can attend daily on 
a full-time basis, most of the ca- 
reer curricula will be offered to. 
persons attending either full time 
or part time, day or evening. 
We arc . interested in preparing 
the recent high school graduate 
for a semi-professional career if 
he chooses not to follow a four- 
year college curriculum," Seitz 
said, "but we are equally con- 
cerned about helping the working 
person up-grade to another occu- 
pational level, say to a supervis- 
ory or management position." 

One of the features of the ca- 
reer programs is the specializa- 
tion possible within a broad field. 
In ,lhe ; secretarial^ studies, 'for 
instance, the student may elect, a 
course of study leading to general 
secretarial work, or, if preferred, 
he may concentrate on gaining a 
foundation for entry into employ- 
ment as a legal, medical, or 
technical secretary. This is. possi- 
ble in the business studies as 
well. In that area, the student 
may specialize in accounting, 
marketing, insurance, or real es- 
tate. 

-Students- are given a _ further. 
choice between enrolling in a. two- 
year associate degree program or 
a one^ycar" certificate-coursc-in 
the different programs. Courses 
leading to careers in dental as-' 
sisting and practical nursing are 
"two of the exceptions to this. 

Both programs arc two semes- 
ters and one summer session in 
length. The primary emphasis in 
preparation for immediate em- 



ployment rather than transfer to 
a four year college or university 
with credit toward a baccalaure- 
ate degree. 

In developing the career cours- 
es, two things are being stressed: 
One is attention .to community 
needs, the other Is quality. Com- 
menting on this, Seitz said, 
"While the number of occupa- 
tronally-oricntcd courses to be 
offered is considerable for a new 
college, we are limiting the offer- 
ings initially to those of greatest 
need in the community. These 
first courses undoubtedly will 
provide the youth and adults who 
complete iliem ample opportuni- 
ties for service and employment 
locally. Additional courses will 
be developed upon recommenda- 
tion of citizen advisory groups in 
the future,* * he commented, 
"but we intend to offer only 
those who can be established and 
maintained at a level of high 
quality."

Recently I went to Carthago, Illinois to join some 
citizens in paying tribute to Phillip Haib.eU on hi:; 
birthday. 

"That's hardly worth wilting a column about " you may 
bethinking. 

But if you saw Phil Hartzell and, knew his story, you 
could not help but be moved, 

"When he was five or six years old, Phil Hartzell fell 
Victim to muscular dystrophy. Despite that, he went to 
grade school, high school and college. 

Because of his physical handicap he could not secure 
employment, but he maintained an intense interest in belter 
government. During my more than 14 years in state govern- 
ment, one of those who has regularly sent suggestions, 
criticisms and words of encouragement has been Phil 
Hartzell. 

Phil Hartzell today does not have the use of his logs, 
can barely move his arms, and physically is -about as badly 
handicapped as anyone can be. Yet Phil Hartzell has had 
infinitely more impact on government than has the average 
citizen. . 

I took my two children, ages 5 and 8, to Phil Harwell's 
50th birthday party because I wanted them to see and meet 
{his living sermon. : 

There are other examples around the state, of course.
